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SUPREMACY. 

UOTING figures relating to production and 

sales to show the English the “stupendous 
ramifications of their bloodstock breeding indus- 
try,” Adair Dighton, ‘The Special Commissioner” 
for The Sporting Life (London) advises his read- 
ers that “in every branch there has been an ad- 
vance, and there is every reason to suppose that 
that advance will continue.” 

It is clear that continuance of the advance is 
dependent in an appreciable measure upon export 
trade in Thoroughbreds, since it is shown that 
the aggregate of sales last year was $5,661,795, 
while the total distributed in stakes and purses 
to owners of horses racing was $3,722,555. A 
very considerable portion of this $1,939,240 dif- 
ferential was paid by buyers from other coun- 
tries patronizing the sales, principally at New- 
market. 

In concluding-his comment ‘‘The Special Com- 
missioner” says: “The supremacy of our blood- 
stock is proved by the fact that in the fifty- 
six pedigrees of the leading horses in the Argen- 
tine, Australia, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Hungary, India, Italy, Poland, 
Roumania, South Africa, Spain, and the U.S. A., 
that were published as an abstract by The Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association in June there is 
not one that has not the name of a well-known 
British horse or mare in the first three genera- 
tions.” 

However much we in America may believe in 
the superiority of our horses, and however much 
we may hope to establish a world market for 
them, we are compelled to remember that we are 
up against the Jersey Act, which has come to be 
known generally among us as “the bar sinister,” 
and that we are compelled to recognize the fact 
that year after year horses imported from Eng- 
land rank highly among the leading sires of win- 
ners in this country, just as *Chicle (whose get 
with their Hamburg cross would not be eligible 
to registration in the English Stud Book because 
of the Jersey Act) and *Light Brigade now are 
appearing as the first two in the list. 

Would you, after seeing some of our modern 
jockeys perform on certain occasions, believe 
“an average-sized ape can pull four times as 
much as a man of the same weight?” 


THE HORSE’S TAIL. 
HEN John D. Hertz visited Lexington re- 
cently we asked of him, in the course of a 
chat about Reigh Count, how he accounted for 
the champion’s poor showing in the Travers Mid- 
summer Derby, the only one of eight races he 
failed to win last year. 

“It is my opinion,” he replied, “that the colt’s 
tail was bound too tightly that day. The track 
was muddy, as you will recall, and Reigh Count 
was ‘done up’ in the manner customary for a 
race in the mud. 

“Immediately after the race—within half an 
hour at the most—a veterinary examination had 
been made, and Reigh Count had been pro- 
nounced normal. Chick Lang had expressed his 
inability to account for it, and Bert Michell was 
puzzled as deeply as any of us. 

“T had noted in the saddling paddock that the 
colt constantly switched his tail as if that ap- 
pendage was bothersome, and I suggested that 
it may have been so tightly bound as to cause 
him exasperating annoyance to the end that he 
simply was incapable of producing his best per- 
formance. 

“One of the grooms said his experience with 
horses was such as to cause him to believe in 
the correctness of my theory, and we all made 
certain that Reigh Count’s tail was never tightly 
bound after that, and he ran his best in his four 
successive victories in this country last year 
and in his five races in England this year. 

“My theory was strengthened by a conversa- 
tion I had with the ‘pony boy’ at Arlington Park, 
July 27 last, the day Reigh Count was shown 
after his return from England. The ‘pony boy’ 
had asked me, just as you have asked, concern- 
ing the Travers defeat, and I had answered as I 
now have, whereupon he exclaimed: ‘That cer- 
tainly could be. We had a horse up in Canada 
which never would run when his tail was dis- 
turbed by binding.’ 

Reading in the current issue of The Remount 
(Washington) an article entitled “The Horse’s 
Tail,”’ by William Scarth Dixon, we came across 
this declaration: “It may be fairly laid down 
as a rule that a horse's tail should not be inter- 
ferred with.” That was sufficiently impressive 
to cause us to want to pass on to others Mr. 
Hertz’s theory as to Reigh Count’s defeat, and 
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to ask of our readers their opinions as to the 
practice of “doing up” horses for races in the 
mud. 

We understand, of course, that it keeps the 
mud out of the hairs of the horse’s tail, and that 
perhaps keeps some weight off him during the 
progress of the race, but at the same time it 
saves washing out the mud from the tail after 
the race. Perhaps, after all, it is a groom’s 
invention, something after the manner of a labor 
saving device. 

But try putting a band about your finger 
tightly enough to impede circulation and see 
what effect it will have on your comfort. It is 
altogether likely that tight binding of the tail 
produces very great discomfort to a highly sen- 
sitive Thoroughbred horse, and all Thorough- 
bred horses are highly sensitive--some more so 
than others. 


UNINFORMED. 


HEN we answered “a long distance call 

from Frankfort,” the other day, the voice 
at the other end of the line stated: “This is Holli- 
field, Assistant Attorney General, speaking. I 
have called to inquire if you can tell me just 
what is a French pool, and when, if ever, French 
pools were introduced in Kentucky.” 

“A French pool is what is known as the pari- 
mutuel,”” we replied, adding: “French pools, or 
pari-mutuel betting, were introduced on Ken- 
tucky race tracks in the ‘eighties.. They were 
supplanted by bookmaking for many years, and 
in 1908 were restored.” 


Then the voice said: “I am asking this infor- 
mation in connection with the preparation of a 
brief in the case of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky against the Kentucky Jockey Club, et al. 
I come from a section of the State where there 
are no race tracks, and I am therefore not ac- 
quainted with race track gambling.” 


We suggested that the gentleman also was 
very likely from a section of the State where 
there were no stock exchanges or brokerage 
offices, and that perhaps he also was unac- 
quainted with gambling in stocks. 


He remarked that that was true, thanked us 
for the information we had given and the con- 
versation ended. 


We read a petition prepared, we are informed, 
by Mr. Hollifield, in the case of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky against the Tri-State Fair 
and Racing Association, which case was lost in 
the Greenup Circuit Court, and we were then 
surprised at the lack of information displayed 
therein and at statements which were not and 
could not have been supported by evidence. 

The petition in the case of the Commonwealth 
against the Kentucky Jockey Club, the Latonia 
Jockey Club and Churchill Downs, Inc., which 
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case lately was lost in the Jefferson Circuit 
Court, and which the Attorney General’s office 
appealed, was very little, if any, better prepared 
than that in the Greenup case. 


We thnik Mr. Hollifield is unfortunate in hav- 
ing come from a section of the State in which 
he had no opportunity for knowing the import- 
ance of horse racing to the nation. 


We regret that Mr. Hollifield, who is charged 
with so important a task as the preparation of 
a brief on behalf of the State, has not had the 
opportunity to know that the Thoroughbred 
horse breeding industry—-so important a feature 
of the business and social life of Kentucky, and 
so vital to the welfare of the nation in furnish- 
ing an arm for defense—-cannot survive without 
racing; that racing sufficient thereunto cannot 
be had without betting—-gambling, as is said by 
Mr. Hollifield, and all who entertain the prejudices 
prompting such movements as that in which Mr. 
Hollifield is at present engaged, and in which he 
was engaged when he appeared in the suit in 
the Greenup Circuit Court. 


“Jittys’” would be an appropriate name for a 
highly nervous Thoroughbred. 


Should one name a horse “blooey’” and have 
said animal ‘‘faw down and go boom” in a race, 
would that describe the eternal fitness of things? 


Speaking of names befitting occupations, we 
note that A. Horseman conducts a harness and 
saddlery shop on West Washington Street, Chi- 
cago. 

If The Sporting and Dramatic (London) is cor- 
rect in the statement “a great man is one who 
stands a loan,”’ there are many great men on the 
Turf in America. 


When S. Brooks, a Chicagoan, toppled over 
dead in front of the grandstand, during the 
progress of a race at Aurora, October 21, it fur- 
ther demonstrated the fact that persons whose 
hearts are in such condition that excitement is 
dangerous should remain away from sports and 
games. 


“Sprinter Goes Route; Breaks Track Record;” 
reads a headline in The Chicago Tribune, and 
then down under we find that the sprinter was 
Polydor; that the ‘route’’ was one mile and 
seventy yards, and the new record for the Empire 
City track is 1:42 2-5, all of which The Tribune 
says constitutes an “extraordinary performance.”

CANADIAN APPROVAL A HIGH COMMISSION 
Editoi’s Note—The following approval of THE Editor’s Note—The following from Vernon 


BLOOD-HORSE’S suggestion for a conference of 
racing officials of the United States and Canada 
to be held at Baltimore on a date between No- 
vember 18 and 28 is from Douglas Eppes’ “Hoof 
Beats” column in The Toronto Evening Tele- 
gram: 


éé(TWHE time is here when there must be com- 


plete renovation of the racing household 
to speedily and effectually put it in proper order. 
The little bit that has been done is, of course, 
helpful, but it is in the nature of merely brush- 
ing out a modicum of the mud.” This is the 
written opinion of Thomas B. Cromwell in the 
current issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, a publication 
which ever has done its utmost to keep the sport 
of racing clean and unspotted. Now with the 
regular racing season drawing to an end, Mr. 
Cromwell suggests that a conference should be 
held between the various turf officials of Canada 
and the United States and outlines the points 
that that conference should take up. 

Briefly, he would have them discuss the rules 
of racing; formulate suggestions for changes and 
amendments to the present regulations; determ- 
ine which men are responsible for the most evil 
attending present racing, and unite in bringing 
about the banishment of these evil-doers from 
the glorious sport they are doing their best to 
destroy. Mr. Cromwell believes that, following 
the conference, another might be held between 
the governing bodies of the various turf organiza- 
tions at which the suggestions made at the pre- 
vious meeting could be dealt with and put into 
effect or otherwise. 

No question that this is a most excellent idea, 
but I fear it will not appeal to the various racing 
associations if only for the fact that it is some- 
thing new. For novelty is what your average 
turf body mightily distrusts. And yet if you look 
around you will see that racing is the only sport 
in which such a conference, or meeting is not 
held. Baseball, football, tennis, hockey, cricket, 
boxing—the governors of these sports hold their 
annual meetings and undoubtedly good comes 
from them. Why, then, should racing, a sport 
which is absolutely dependent on the confidence 
of the public for its continuance, remain on the 
outside, looking in? 

The need of such a conference becomes more 
evident as the seasons come and go. Our turf 
is cluttered with horsemen who will not play 
the game, and who for some reason escape dis- 
ciplinary attentions from the very officials ap- 
pointed to protect the sport—and the public. 
It is an open secret that many owners—we had 
them in Canada last season—have interests in 
horses that run under other colors. That, in 
some instances, the alleged owners of these horses 
are mere dummies. 

And, make no doubt of it, this dummy owner- 
ship is one of the most serious menaces to pres- 
ent day racing. 


John J. Brady, manager of the Horsemen’s 
Transportation Association, is in Maryland as- 
sisting in arrangements for the shipments to 
winter meetings. Brady, with the backing of 
Col. E. R. Bradley, has done more than any other 
man in America to improve shipping conditions 
throughout the country and to secure the con- 
struction of new steel horse cars by many of the 
important railway companies. 


Sanders’ columns in The Louisville Times, Oc- 
tober 24, is in the way of confirmation of what 
THE BLOOD-HORSE has had to say from time to 
time, gives approval to our suggestion for a meet- 
ing of the powers that be in racing and expands 
the idea by suggesting a National Commission. 


HERE is danger ahead for the sport and I 

have cautioned the governors of the pastime 
in season and out that it is time to get together 
for their own self-protection, or rather the sport’s 
safeguard. Racing is getting too big and too 
many interests are butting into the game. 

Tom Cromwell made a capital suggestion in his 
BLOOD-HORSE last week when he said the heads 
of racing in America should call a convention 
some date after November 18 and organize into 
a mutual association, draw up uniform rules, ap- 
point a high commission and see that these rules 
are obeyed by the high and low alike. 

This commission should be composed of repre- 
sentative breeders, persons representing the rac- 
ing associations and an equal number represent- 
ing the horsemen. With a commission of about 
one dozen representatives of these interests the 
foundation for an American Jockey Club could 
be formed, which would function shortly and in 
a way which would put the sport on as sound a 
basis as organized baseball is today. 

Unless something of this kind is done it will 
not be long until cut-throat policies will prevail 
and finally a dissolution of the whole pastime 
will be near at hand. There are several big men 
connected with racing in this country and there 
are millions invested in the sport. Its com- 
mercialization may spell its ruin. Racing must 
still be a sport and not a penny-drop grind. All 
these matters can be straightened out with a 
combination of interests and strong men put at 
the head. 


*ROYAL FALCON. 

Among the importations from England to the 
United States this year is *Royal Falcon, 6-year- 
old chestnut horse, by White Eagle, out of Queen 
Mother, by Diamond Jubilee, she out of Barbara 
(grandam of Lonawand), by Kendal, the next 
dam Sally Brass, by Musket. It is the family of 
Pocahontas, Isinglass, Bay Ronald, Cherry Lass, 
Blandford, and the Derby winners Hannibal, 
Spaniel and Lap Dog. *Royal Falcon was a 
good handicap winner on the flat and he also won 
the Imperial Cup, an open handicap hurdle 
event, 2 miles, at Sandown, last year. This year 
he came back to the flat and won the Copthorne 
Handicap at Epsom and was purchased by 
Stephen Sanford and brought over to the San- 
ford Stud Farms stables. 


William Dondas writes from Arlington Downs 
that he is up and going and that from now on he 
will pay attention to the instructions of his 
physician as to what not to eat.

gg owner will tell you that it’s tough to sell 
one, and have him come along and lower 
your colors. That happened to George D. Wide- 
ner at Laurel Monday, October 21, when Kopeck, 
over a fast track, under cloudy skies and in the 
presence of a large crowd, carried the Mount 
Royal Stable’s colors to victory, with Mr. Wide- 
ner’s Finite second. The Mount Royal Stable is 
owned by a syndicate of Canadians. Flags at 
s.aurel were at half-mast out of respect for the 
late Mars Cassidy. 

During Monday night heavy rains fell and the 
course was so very muddy that fields were great- 
ly reduced. Sun Beau and *Lativitch only were 
left to start in the feature event, but they gave 
the spectators a real horse race, Sun B2au get- 
ting to the finish a head in front of Herbert 
Swope’s game imported colt. This made the 
fourth successive cictory for Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer’s *Sun Briar colt. In preparation for the 
$25,000 Washington Handicap, Sun Beau went on 
to complete the mile and a quarter in 2:10 2-5. 

Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bay Beauty, in “breaking 
his maiden,” made a “holy show”’ of his company 
and worked out to the mile in 1:42 2-5. This 
son of Black Toney may be ready for the Latonia 
Championship. 

Wednesday was bright and the track had dried 
out, but the footing in the infield was soft when 
the Governor Ogle Steeplechase, feature event 
for the afternoon was run. The result of this 
contest was fine reward to Charles R. Fleisch- 
mann, New York sportsman, for his ability to 
select in France and bring to this country the 
5-year-oid Brigueil, which won it. 

It was chilly and cloudy, but no rain, on 
Thursday. The Sagamore Stable’s Balko took 
Kopeck’s measure in the star number at six 
furlongs. Molasses Jane, from the Xalapa Farm, 
earned another set of brackets in the event for 
fillies and mares all ages. 

With the temperature still lower, but the day 
bright, another large crowd was on hand Friday, 
but there was very ordinary sport. Inception, 
a short while back acquired by O. Chaney from 
S. W. Labrot, scored his second success under 
the colors of his new owner. Fair Ball was among 
the defeated in this race, and on orders from 
John D. Hertz, he is to be shipped to Leona 
Stock Farm, at Cary, Illinois, to have a rest. 
Fair Ball was in England with Reigh Count and 
has been in training right along. 

Everybody is handing the palm to Sun Beau 
since his brilliant success, his fifth straight vic- 
tory, in the Washington Handicap, with its $26,- 
100 net value, which was the stellar event of a 
good Saturday card. There was a tremendous 
throng out to see the sport, the day being bright 
and the track fast, and they made Mr. Kilmer’s 
colt favorite. It was a thrilling contest, with 
Distraction, Display, Searcher, Misstep, Hot 
Toddy coming after the winner heads and noses 
apart. 


*CHASE TO *BRIGUEIL. 


The Governor Ogle Steeplechase (about 2 1-2 
miles, 5:04, track good, net value $8,775) was 
the feature of the card at Laurel Park, October 
23, and was easily won by ten lengths by C. R. 
Fleischmann’s *Brigueil, the only maiden entered 
in the event. Col. E. R. Bradley’s Beelzebub was 
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second, and he was six lengths in front of 
W. F. Hitt’s Crumpler, third. Huffy, MacCarthy 
More, Eider, Arc Light, Red Spruce and Red 
Rocket II were the other jumpers and finished 
in the order given. 

*Brigueil was kept well back of the pace for 
the first mile and a half and then went up to the 
leaders rapidiy, disposing of Beelzebub after the 
fourteenth jump and drew out at will thereafter. 
Beelzebub made several bad landings, and al- 
though he recovered, he did not have enough left 
tu reach the winner.

“Brigueil is half brother to Bramble, winner 
in both France and Germany. Bernache is own 
sister to the French producer Gooseberry, and 
half-sister to the French producer Quill Pen. 
Goose Quill was sent to France from England and 
is half-sister to Frimousse, also sent to France, 
and dam of the stakes winner Gergorito and the 
preducer Francise, sent from France to Belgium 
and later to Germany. Themis also produced 
Equitable (producer) and Pie Powder, dam of 
Lorenzo, (winner of the Manchester Cup and the 
Liverpool Cup) and Pietri, winner of the Rich- 
mond stakes and Challenge Stakes in England 
and sent to South Africa. The next dam was the 
stakes winner Nellie (grandam of St. Amant) 
and she was out of the Oaks winner Hippia, also 
dam of Gunnersburg, a sire in Austria. 


SUN BEAU’S WASHINGTON HANDICAP. 


Sun Beau, the splendid 4-year-old son of Sun 
Briar and Beautiful Lady, by Fair Play (see 
pedigree in THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 27, page 7), 
under the colors of his breeder Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, won in great style the sixteenth running 
of the Washington Handicap (114 miles, 2:02 4-5, 
track fast, net value $26,100) the feature of the 
card at Laurel Park, October 26. Wheatley 
Stable’s Distraction finished two lengths back, 
after having led a great part of the way, and 
was a head in front of W. J. Salmon’s Display, 
which ran wide and was finishing fastest of all. 
Searcher, Misstep, Hot Toddy, Glen Wild, Vanity, 
Na'shapur and Princess Tina were the other 
starters and finished as named. Coltiletti rode 
Sun Beau in excellent fashion. The winner car- 
ried top weight of 125 pounds, was kept back of 
the leaders until entering the stretch, and then 
was sent into contention on the inside, went 


through saving ground, and drew away at the 
end. The time for the distance was only four- 
fifths of a second slower than the track record. 

John J. Fitzgerald, of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), in his comment on the race said: 
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“Trainer Irvine sent out a dead fit horse for Mr. 
Kilmer and Coltiletti rode a powerful ride. 

“Disp!ay would have offered the Kilmer horse a 
sterner argument with better racing fortune. 
Sluggish as usual in the early stages and last of 
the ten contestants in the first trip by the stand, 
he was impeded by Vanity as he made his run 
from the half-mile ground. This filly bore out 
on the turn, carrying the Salmon horse with her. 
He came with a great rush in the stretch and 
was going stouter at the end than any ocher 
horse in the race, aside from the winner. The 
effort says this temperamental Fair Play horse 
is himself again. 

“Searcher, with only 100 pounds on his back, 
proved the surprise of the Washington. He was 
well up for the entire journey and responded 
courageously to punishment in the final mile... . 
Misstep never has shown a liking for the cuppy 
Laurel oval, so it was not astonishing that he 
failed to gain an official placing. However, he 
ran well, all things considered, in finishing fifth, 
beaten about half a length for secondary honors. 
Willie Garner had him in a nice position in the 
best part of the track for the first six furlongs 
and under the whip in the last half-mile. The son 
of Upset responded to the urge of the gad, but 
conditions were against him. He will do better 
at Pimlico and Bowie.”’ 

PIMLICO STAKES. 

During the 11 days of the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s autumn meeting, which opens at Pimlico, 
Friday, November 1, there will be decided 11 
stakes carrying aggregate added value of 
$120,000. In respect of money value, the chief 
event will be the Pimlico Futurity, which is to 
be decided on the opening day. The list of stakes 
and dates for decision follows: 

November 1—Pimlicv Futurity, $40,000 added, 2-year- 
old colts and fillies, mile and a sixteenth. 

November 2—Riggs Handicap, $25,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, mile and a half. 

November 4—Pimlico weight-for-age, $4,000 added 
all ages, six furlongs. 

November 5—Helpful Stakes, $2,000 added, 2-year-old 
maidens at time of entry, six furlongs.

EMPIRE CITY.

is on its last lap. The meeting at James 
Butler’s Empire City track, Yonkers, is ending 
on Friday of this week. The United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association will have the first of its two days’ 
sport on Saturday, and the second will be on 
election day, Tuesday, November 5. That will be 
all in New York state until next spring. It has 
been better than an average year in the matter 
of sport, but no 3-year-old was developed into 
a superlative position. Whichone, of course, in 
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the matter of earnings at least, is the outstand- 
ing 2-year-old. Sun Beau is entitled to rank as 
the state’s best in the handicap division, though 
his perfection came at the latter end of the sea- 
son. 

On Monday of last week flags were at half- 
ast at Empire City track as a token of respect 
for Starter Mars Cassidy, who had departed this 
life on the previous day, and whos? funeral was 
neid from Sts. Joachim and Ann Church in 
Csueens Village Tuesday morning. 

Monday’s racing was favored by a fast track, 
end over it William Ziegler, Jr’s., Polydor was 
eble to clip a fifth of a second off the track record 
‘or a mile and seventy yards when he got to the 
finish in 1:42 2-5, a length and a half in front 
of Genie, with Boom a trailing third and last. 

George Cassidy, in obedience to his dying 
fither’s injunction of the previous Saturday to 
“carry on,’ come what may, presided at the 
barrier. 

Rain began falling during the running of the 
first race Tuesday and thereafter the course was 
sloppy. The day’s feature was the Hartsdale 
Stakes, won by Red Flag. 

Spinach, over a slow track and under fair 
skies, Wednesday, qualified handsomely for th2 
Pimlico Futurity and reinstated himself after his 
»~oor showing in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes at Louisville. 

Fine weather and a good track for Thursday, 
and again Polydor did the mile and seventy yards 
in 1:42 2-5, this time taking the Scarsdale Han- 
dicap, with Genie second, as on Monday. 

Clear weather and a fast track was had on 
Friday when Parnell Bound, an output of the last 
whnter campaign scored his sixth victory in the 
afternoon’s feature event. Benjamin Block re- 
cently had relinquished the Morvich colt, Mor- 
eyes. to the Pauline Stable, and that youngster 
got home in front of his former stablemate, Mor- 
tana, also by Morvich. 

Polydor wasn’t one of the company, so Genie 
had the good fortune to lead all the way and 
take the measure of Sun Edwin in the Yorktown 
Handicap over a fast track, in fine weather, and 
before a good crowd Saturday. Genie thus com- 
pleted three appearances during the week. 
Spinach further qualified for the Pimlico Futurity 
when he easily won the Putnam Handicap, an 
event at one mile and seventy yards for all ages, 
the time being 1:44 1-5. 
POLYDOR WINS ANOTHER. 

Polydor, four-year-old son of *Golden Broom, 
from Polly Ann, by Superman, (se pedigree in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 7, page 18) the star of 
Wm. Zeigler’s stable, raced in his previous good 
form, and easily won the twelfth running of the 
Searsdale Handicap (1 mile and 70 yards, 
1:43 4-5, track good, net value $4,190) at Empire 
Citv, October 24. Polydor established the record 
of 1:42 2-5 for this distance October 21. Gifford 
Cochran’s Genie, an added starter, was second 
two and one-half lengths back and was five 
lengths in front of W. J. Salmon’s Dr. Freeland. 
Belair Stud Stable’s Priscilla Carter was fourth 
and M. Stern’s Gun Royal, another added starter, 
finished fifth and last. 

Polydor outran the others to the first turn, 
Jead all the way, although rated along under 
steady restraint, stood off opposition from Genie 
entering the stretch, drew away under mild urg- 
ing and won with speed in reserve. 

This was Polydor’s eleventh start this season. 
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He has won six races; has been twice second 
and three times third, never having been un- 
placed this year. His winnings are now $21,470. 


RED RAG WINS HARTSDALE. 

The feature of the card at Empire City, Oc- 
tober 22, was the twelfth running of the Harts- 
dale Stakes (5 3-4 furlongs, 1:11, track sloppy, 
net value $4,050) and was won in a driving fin- 
ish by Mrs. A. L. Alexander’s Red Rag, daughter 
of Pennant, from Nemesis by Johren’ (see 
THE BLOoD-HORSE No. 25, page 8, for pedigree). 
Red Rag was a hailf-length in front of Gifford 
Cochran’s Polygamous and he was two lengths 
in front of F. E. Brown’s Bud Broom.

KENTUCKY 


LATONIA. 
HE second week of the Latonia Jockey Club’s 
meeting opened with rain and chilly atmos- 
phere, and, of course, a muddy track. The at- 
tendance, as might be supposed under such con- 
ditions, was much lighter than is usual on Mon- 
day, and many the most of those who were 
present kept under shelter as much as possible. 
The racing, however, was quite formful. 

Tuesday the conditions were worse than on the 
previous day. The track was exceedingly sloppy, 
and it appeared as if the flying mud, blinding the 
boys, was responsible for the afternoon’s acci- 
dents. In the opening race Red Rider crashed 
into the outer railing, throwing Jockey Leo Jones 
from the saddle with great force. In the fourth 
race My Bell went into the inner railing nearing 
the finish and fell, throwing Jockey Freddie 
Haines against a post with such force as to ren- 
der the boy unconscious. 

Wednesday the weather was near freezing and 
the rain and mud continued. Accordingly the 
very smallest attendance of the meeting was re- 
corded. The racing was merely perfunctory. 

Thursday the rain had ceased, but the tempera- 
ture was lower and the sky continued overcast. 
Only regulars were present and the majority of 
these proved poor selectors, since winning fa- 
vorites were in the minority. 

Weather conditions on Friday were greatly im- 
proved, though the track continued muddy, it 
being holding in nature. The largest crowd since 
the previous Saturday was present, but the card, 
as might be supposed, was most ordinary. 

The track on Saturday was heavy, but the 
weather was ideal and a fine crowd was present, 
the feature event being the Fort Thomas Han- 
dicap, which went to ‘Jack’? Weaver's Bellsmith. 
This was a big surprise to the spectators, but it 
brought happiness to many people of Latonia, 
Bellsmith being locally owned. Weaver was the 
owner of the noted mare Gowell when she won 
the Latonia Derby, and this is the first stake he 
has won on the “home grounds” since that 
memorable event. 


BELLSMITH WINS STAKE. 


The twentieth running of the Fort Thomas 
Handicap, for 2-year-olds (6 furlongs, 1:16 3-5, 
track heavy, net value $5,400) was the feature 
of the card at Latonia, October 26. The race 
was won by J. T. Weaver's Bellsmith, which fin- 
ished a length in front of Warm Stable’s Try 
Too, the latter having led the greater part of the 
way. Luther Stiver’s Uncle Luther was third 
five lengths back of Try Too and a nose in front 
of Michigan Boy. Big Stuff, Gallant Knight, 
Fiddler, Lady Fingers, and Bud Charlton finished 
as named. 

Bellsmith, ridaen by Kenneth Russell, began 
slowly, saved ground when he moved up fast on 
the turn, slipped through on the rail and wore 
down Try Too. Bellsmith paid his backers $30.74 
or a two dollar mutuel ticket. This was the 
second long shot of the day, the first when Mid- 
solea won the second race for 2-year-old maidens 
and paid $74.86 for a two dollar ticket. In the

ILLINOIS 
ATTACKS LAW. 
BJECTING to the racing at exposition Park 


and the presence of horsemen and racing 


devotees in Aurora, August J. Reding, an 
Aurora merchant, filed in the Circuit Court at 
Geneva, Kane County, Illinois, October 26, a 
petition for injunction to close the Aurora meet- 
ing and to stop the sport of racing in the State 
of Illinois. 

Judge John K. Newhall fixed Tuesday, October 
29, as the date for hearing on the petition. The 
Aurora meeting is scheduled to close Thursday, 
October 31, and that will end the sport in Illinois 
until next spring——unless it should be that in the 
meanwhile Mr. Reding should succeed in closing 
all the tracks. ° 

The petition alleges that the act legalizing 
racing is in violation of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution, that the racing 
statute violates the section of State law which 
says the Assembly shall have no power to au- 
thorize lotteries, or gift enterprises or tickets, 
and alleges that violations of the criminal code 
have been committed. 

The petitioner alleges he has suffered injury to 
his business because of money being gambled at 
the track and charges that because of “touts, 
gamblers and other hangers on, * * * the decent 
element of Aurora hesitates to go out at night 
for fear of being deprived of their lives and 
property.” 


NEW MEMBERS. 

Lord Astor and Sir Abe Bailey have been 
elected to membership in the Jockey Club in 
England. The former has been a patron of the 
Turf for nearly thirty years and founded one of 
the greatest studs in the country by the pur- 
chase of the three mares Conjure, Popinjay and 
Maid of the Mist. Sir Abe Bailey has been iden- 
tified with the Turf for 35 years. Son-in-Law is 
very likely the best horse he has owned. 


MIKE HALL 


, mail from England, the first since the run- 
ning of the Cesarewitch Handicap, 24 miles, 
won at Newmarket, October 16, by West Wick- 
low, is just in as we are going to press, and from 
The Sporting Life (London) we have culled com- 
ment of its several writers concerning Mike 
Hall’s running for that event. 

“Augur” declares the American gelding was 
“by no means disgraced,” and says: 

“IT was much interested in the American, Mike 
Hall. While less bulky than some other horses 
which have come across the Atlantic, he is quite 
strongly built, being particularly well developed 
behind the saddle, and he shows quite good ac- 
tion. 

“All in all, he introduced himself to greater 
advantage than did Reigh Count some months 
ago, and his connections have reason to be pleas-’ 
ed with the result of their endeavour to demon- 
strate that it is not such a terrible handicap, 
after all, for a horse to travel the ocean and 
then, ten days later, be asked to race on a sur- 
face so very different to that at home. 

“Quite a stack of ‘each-way’ money for him 
was traceable, but although the horse responded 
willingly when Childs asked him for something 
extra after reaching the straight, lack of prime 
condition told at the Bushes. 

“He finished just outside the first dozen, in the 
company of Baytown, who was also eased. 

“Indeed, the pair had been companions for a 
long way, and both can be given credit for run- 
ning well under disadvantages.” 

Myrick Good, who had a preview of the horses, 
also says Mike Hall was not disgraced, and gives 
these impressions gained in the paddock and as 
thev were going to post: 

“The French horse (Feb) moved scratchily, 
and his stride was much shorter than the Amer- 
ican. Mike Hall, who is a hard-looking gelding, 
lacking distinctiveness and a little short of 
quality. 

“Considering that he had only been off the 
boat a little more than a week, however, he ap- 
peared well‘enough, but his big, open feet sug- 
gest that he is more suited to mud than firm 
going.” 

Joe Childs. who rode Mike Hall, and who also 
had ridden Reigh Count when that good horse 
won the Coronation Stakes, said after the race: 
“The American horse ran a nice race. I began 
picking up the others as we came into the 
straight, where he certainly did a little better. 
but he was not quite good enough. I finished 
fairly well up, just alongside Baytown.” 

A special representative, who was one of sev- 
eral compiling impressions said: ‘Mike Hall is 
not such a flash horse as Reigh Count, nor does 
he show so much quality. Yet there was a lot 
to like about the American five-year-old, who had 
his mane and tail tied up with coloured ribbons, 
while he has b‘g feet, suggestive of his prefer- 
ring soft to firm going. 

“He took rather a long time to get going, but 
in finishing thirteenth he cannot be said to have 
been disgraced.”

the oldest horse ever to have sired a winner of 
the Derby in England, he having been 26 when 
he begat Lttle Wonder, winner of the event in 
1840. Ferina was 22 when Pretender was born, 
and she stands as the oldest mare ever to have 
produced a winner of the Derby. The daughter 
of Comus, however, has the distinction of having 
been the oldest dam of a winner of any of the 
tive classic races in England. She was 24 when 
Nutwith, winner of the St. Leger came. 

Bend Or was 6 years old when *Ormonde was 
foaled, and Hurry On was the same age when 
Captain Cuttle came, and no stallion was younger 
when siring a winner of the Derby. The record 
of Hurry On is remarkable in that Bellavista, the 
dam of Captain Cuttle, was the first mare he ever 
served and she stood to one service. 

Tommy, Ashton, Otterington and The Biron, 
winners of the St. Leger, were from mares who 
were 4 years old when they were born, but no 
mare so young as that has produced a winner of 
the Derby. 

Monstrosity was only 3 years old when The 
Ugly Buck, winner of the Two Thousand Guineas 
in 1844, came, and Groat was four years old when 
Plack, a “Guineas” winner was foaled. 


RORAL IS SMART.

won the $20,000 Imperial Produce Stakes, 6 fur- 
longs for 2-year-olds, at Kempton Park, October 
11, carrying 124 pounds.

Deaconess, Donny- 
brook, Ganga Singh—-are trained by R. C. Daw- 
son, trainer of Trigo and Athford. The other 
winner was Rialto Bridge. Dawson is having a 
wonderful season. Blandford. sire of Trigo and 
Athford. heads the list of stallions in England, 
though he stands in Ireland, and Dawson is part 
owner of him. Tiffin is to be one of his mates 
for next season. Blandford was bred in the 
National Stud and brought $3.650 as a yearling 
at the December sales of 1920. When he was 
recently asked why he had alwavs been so keen 
on Blandford, Dawson replied: ‘Because he was 
one of the best yearlings I ever saw; the best 


horse I ever trained and he is as well bred as any 
horse in the Stud Book.” 


MOTRICO WINS. 


The important Municipal Council Stakes, one 
mile and a half, was won at Paris, October 29, 
by Viscount Max de Rivaud’s Motrico, 4-year- 
old colt by Radames, out of Martigues. Baron 
Edward de Rothschild’s 3-year-old Ygerne was 
second and Octave Homberg’s Rollybuchy was 
third. Motrico won the Prix Boiard at Maisons- 
Laffitte and was second in the Poule d’Essai des 
Poulains at Longchamp, to Dark Lantern last 
year. 


REPEATS. 


Sir Joshua, 8-year-old chestnut gelding, by 
Gainsborough, out of Jessica, owned by Major 
B. F. Sneyd, or the second time successively won 
the Newbury Autumn Cup, one mile and a half 
at Newbury, England, October 26. A. K. Mc- 
comber’s Brumeux was second and Mrs. G. H. 
Drummond's Ox and Ass was third, three parts 
of a length separating winner and second, and 
three lengths between second and third. Four- 
teen ran. 


NOPAL’S VICTORY. 


The lonest event of the French Turf, the Glad- 
iateur Stakes, three miles and seven furlongs, 
was run at Paris, Sunday, October 27, and was 
won by Baron Edward de Rothschild’s Nopal, 4- 
year-old colt by Baycherry out of Flower Shop. 
He paid 3 to 1 in the betting and won by two 
lengths. Pierre Wortheimer’s Mirbat being sec- 
end, and Leon Tacquet’s Golo third. Eight ran. 


“JOCK” WHITNEY’S 

J. H. Whitney has employed T. Cullinan, Irish 
steeplechase jockey to ride his horses in England 
the coming season under National Hunt rules. 
Cullinan rode Billy Barton in the Grand National 
of 1928 and 1929. 


EPINARD’S JOCKEY. 


The American jockey, Everett Haynes, who 
rode Epinard in France, England and America, 
has decided to ride in France next season. Haynes 
went to Germany in 1925, and in his first season 
succeeded in heading the list of winning jockeys. 
This year he has been pursued by ill-luck; cul- 
minating in a severe fall at a Berlin meetnig. 


DERBY-MILLS PARTNERSHIP. 


Lord Derby and the late Ogden Mills entered 
into a breeding and racing partnership in France, 
and that partnership now exists between Lord 
Derby and Lady Granard, Mr. Mills’ daughter. 
In telling of the terms of the partnership, which 
he calls “a curious arrangement.” “Rapier’’, in 
The Illustrated Sporting and Dramatic News 
(London), says: “A division is made of the 
horses when they come into training. Those that 
run in Lord Derby's name become his absolute 
property when their racine careers end. The 
same arrangement, of course, applies to those 
which run in Lady Granard’s name. It hap- 
pened that Kantar has alwavs run, first in Mr. 
Mills’ name and then in the name of his daugh- 
ter. Having run his last race. Kantar is now 
the absolute property of the lady, and assuredly 
he represents a big asset. for he is sure to earn 


big sums at the stud in France.”

We hear, too, 
that the plates have been used with unusual suc- 
cess in saddle and show horse exhibitions, and 
we have heard of their use on trotters and pacers 
this year. The advantage is in the lightness of 
the metal, which is aluminum alloy. On trotters 
toe-weights are used.

January 11—A. B. Dade Memorial Handicap, $3,000 
one mile, for 3-year-olds and up. 

January 18—Rex Handicap, $3,000, six furlongs, for 
3-vear-olds. 

January 25—Winter Garden Claiming Stakes, $3,000, 
mile and a furlong, for 3-year-olds and up. 

February 1—New Orleans Handicap, $10,000, mile and 
a sixteenth, for 2-year-olds and_up (at time of entry). 

February 8—Crescent City Handicap, $3,000, one 
mile, for 3-year-olds. 

February 15—Edgewater Gulf Hotel Handicap, $3,000, 
mile and a furlong, for 3-year-olds and up which have 
started in claiming races in_ 1928-29-30. 

February 22—George Washington Birthday Handicap 
$3,000, mile and a sixteenth, for 3-year-olds and up. 

March 1—Derby Trial Handicap, $5,000, mile and a 
sixteenth, for 3-year-olds. 

March 3—Louisiana Juvenile Stakes, $2,500, four fur- 
longs, for 2-year-olds. 

March 4—Mardi Gras Handicap, $5,000, mile and a 
furlong, for 2-year-olds and up (at the time of entry). 

There will be seven races each day. Races for 
2-year-olds (now yearlings) will be given. No 
claiming races at distances less than one mile 
will be given for 4-year-olds and upward. Claim- 
ing races at distances less than one mile will be 
for 3-year-olds exclusively. 

It is announced that the directors have decid- 
ed that all handicap events programmed will be 
run at the time appointed, regardless of what 
may be the number of horses to start. Thus 
trainers are assured that when they point a horse 
for one of these races it will not be declared off, 
as has been the custom on a number of tracks 
operating under the pari-mutuel system of 
betting. The Louisiana Jockey Club is to be ap- 
plauded for its action, and if the horsemen would 
insist on the same procedure at all tracks there 
would be better sport, and in the long run just as 
much revenue for the tracks. 

The drainage at the Fair Grounds has been im- 
proved to such extent by installation of a modern 
system during the last summer, that the track 
is now one of the very best and safest in the 
country, we hear.

MARS CASSIDY 


ARS CASSIDY, who for the past quarter of 
a century has filled the office of starter for 


the New York Jockey Club, died at his home at 
Hollis, Queens, L. I., on Sunday morning, October 
20th. He was 67 at the time of his death, and 
for many years had been remarkable for his 
vitality, and wonderful physique. It was only 
recently that he suffered from intestinal troubles, 
which occasionally caused him to relinquish his 
duties at the race-track, and these same ailments 
were eventually the cause of his death. 

He was a native of Maryland, at one time 
owned a livery stable in Washington, and was 
from there taken to perform the office of starter 
for the Jones Bros., who then were running the 
Alexander Island track, across the bridge from 
Washington, D. C. Later on he was the official 
at the “Leaky Roof Circuit,’ the name given to 
a bunch of five small tracks, all adjacent to one 
another, in Maryland. Later on he became as- 
sociated with Hendrie and Palmer, on the High- 
land Park Circuit--Windsor, Fort Erie, etc. 

His good work on these tracks was _ noised 
abroad, and resulted in his being engaged by 
The Jockey Club, New York, to share in the 
duties of starter with Christopher FitzGerald. 
Later FitzGerald resigned to take charge of 
Brighton Beach, and from that time on Mars 
Cassidy was looked upon as the prince of 
starters. To be near his duties he purchased a 
home at Neck Road, adjoining the Gravesend 
track, and it was shortly after his residence 
there that Mrs. Cassidy died, leaving behind her 
three sons, Wendell, Marshall, and George. 

Cassidy continued to live at Neck Road, until 
this past spring, when he purchased a home at 
Hollis Gardens, Queens, adjacent to Belmont 
Park, and it was in this home the end came. 

His three sons have all made good. Wendell, 
the eldest, has met with great success in the oil 
fields of Oklahoma. Marshall, his second son, is 
now engaged as starter at the Canadian meet- 
ings, also at Agua Caliente, and is considered to 
be equally as proficient in his vocation as was 
his father. George, the third son, now 23 years 
of age, was appointed by The Jockey Club this 
summer assistant starter to his father, and bids 
fair to make a worthy successor to his progeni- 
tor. His work, during his father’s recent ab- 
sence from the track, has proved him a master 
of his profession. George is married to Helen, 
daughter of the former District Attorney Wall- 
ace, of Queens County, and lived with his 
father at Hollis. 

Though he felt himself to be dying, the old 
battling spirit was still rampant in the elder 
Cassidy’s brain, and his last words to his son 
were “George! Carry on!’”’ He was unconscious 
soon after, and his son, obedient to his wishes, 
continued his duties at the Empire City track, 
though he knew full fell at the time his father 
was passing away. 

The body was taken from the funeral parlors, 
in Jamaica, on Tuesday morning to the church 
in Queen’s village, where services were held. The 
remains were placed in a receiving vault for the 
present, to be removed later for interment at 
Washington, D. C., where Mrs. Cassidy had 
been buried. 

As was to be anticipated there was a vast 
concourse of friends at the funeral, and a pro- 
fusion of flowers, wreaths, etc. All of the 
prominent racing men, and trainers were on hand 
to bid their much loved friend good-bye, and 


The Jockey Club was represented by their Sec- 
retary, Algernon Daingerfield. It was a fitting 
climax to an honored career. Mars achieved 
his most difficult task without making a single 
enemy. A genial companion at all times, be- 
loved alike by owners, trainers and jockeys, his 
epitaph might fully be written in the French 
words “Sans peur et sans reproche.” GLENCOE.

MIRA MONTE. 
IA The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) comes 
the news that Norman Church has leased 
from A. K. Macomber the Mira Monte Farm near 


San Jose, California, and that it is to be train- 
ing ground for the horses comprising the North- 
way Stable.

Edward Cebrian, when he 
moved his breeding stock to Kentucky, sold Mira 
Monte to A. K. Macomber, whose brother, Dr. J. 
‘H. Macomber, maintained a stud there for several 
years. After the death of Dr. Macomber the 
stud was dispersed, some of the mares being 
sold in New York and others with the stallion 
Phusla, being sent to France, where Mr. Ma- 
comber for several years has centered his breed- 
ing and racing activities. 


TRAVELER’S SKELETON. 


In the chapel museum at Washington and Lee 
University, Lexington, Va., there lately has been 
placed the skeleton of Traveler, the horse ridden 
throughout the civil war by General Robert E. 
Lee. There also is in this museum a limb from 
the tree under which the horse was presented to 
the noted Confederate commander by a resident 
of what then was Fayette County, Virginia, but 
now in West Virginia. A blanket used by Gen- 


eral Lee during the war, and a clock which hung 
in the kitchen of General Custis Lee, son of the 
Confederate leader, are likewise in this museum.

GELDINGS. 

This is from “Forsooth’s” column in The Re- 
mount (Washington): “Following the winning of 
the Kentucky Derby last spring by Clyde Van 
Dusen, a gelding, some writers deprecated the 
fact that the blood of such a horse should be lost 
to posterity. Others, answering this criticism 
stated that there are enough good stallions 
in service. They did not go on to state that 
some race horses have won more after alteration 
than they ever did before. They might have 
stated also that some entire horses of ugly dis- 
position become unmanageable. Unmanageable 
horses are barred very promptly from the tracks. 
In this category can be mentioned a horse known 
as Billy Barton, America’s greatest hunt racer, 
second in the Grand National Steeplechase, at 
Aintree in 1928. But these matters are a trifle in- 
timate for the daily press.” 


TRACTORS. 


In a recent survey 500 farmers were listed who 
operate large farms without horses, using tractor 
power solely, with trucks for hauling. 


Fifty-eight of these 500 “horseless” farms are 
in Kansas, most of them in the big wheat county 
of the western half of the State—-Capper’s Week- 
ly. 

“Yea verily,” says Forsooth, “and with no 
horses where is there any romance in farming? 
According to what we are hearing from the 
farmers it is all a romance anyway.” 

We note in passing that the Remount Service 
alone has eleven stallions in West Kansas and 
twenty-one more in East Kansas. Seven are 
Morgans, two are Arabs and the other twenty- 
three are Thoroughbreds.—The Remount (Wash- 
ington).

“It was originally owned by William H. Benton, 
who managed for James Madison, President of 
the United States. Benton built the imposing 
mansion on the fine old estate which preserves 
his name, and its erection dates back to 1830. 
Established ninety-nine years ago, Benton Farm 
is still carrying on in splendid fashion and the 
estate is one of the show places of Northern 
Virginia.”
